Ediforial  . . 
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To  Cheat  Or  Not  To  Cheat? 


Consider,  for  a moment,  this  situation: 

You  stayed  home  from  the  ballgame  last  night  In 
order  to  prepare  a take-home  test  which  is  due  in  your 
9 a.m.  class.  You  have  spent  two  full  hours  looking  up 
all  the  answers  to  make  sure  that  you  get  them  right, 
and  now  you  feel  that  you  are  fully  prepared  for  class 
discussion.  You  enter  the  classroom  and  sit  down. 
Your  teacher  comes  In  and  announces  that  you  will 
now  correct  the  papers-no  need  to  exchange.  College 
students,  at  least  at  BYU,  can  be  trusted-and  you 
proceed  to  check  your  answers.  The  scores  are  called 
for;  you  answer  that  you  missed  five.  The  fellow  next 
to  you  answers,  "Four."  You  look  at  his  paper.  He  has 
not  done  the  assignment. 

Unrealistic?  Unfortunately  not.  The  problem  of 
cheating  is  ever-present  and  very  real,  and  the  student 
who  cheats  presents  a threat,  not  only  to  the  grades  of 
others  as  shown  in  the  above  example,  but  to  his  own 
collegiate  standing  when  finals  time  rolls  around  and 
he  finds  himself  unprepared. 


What  is  the  BYU  attitude  toward  cheating?  "We 
believe  in  being  honest. . . " says  the  thirteenth 
Article  of  Faith  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints,  and  this  attitude  has  been  the 
policy  of  the  university.  Under  the  former  BYU 


Student  Honor  Code,  students  were  held  to  honesty 
"by  their  honor."  In  theory,  this  placed  the 
responsibility  totally  upon  the  students,  who  were 
conditioned  to  respond  by  living  up  to  what  is 
expected  of  them.  But,  since  the  change  in  the  Honor 
Code,  incidence  of  cheating  has  not  risen. 
Apparently,  students  who  will  cheat  will  cheat, 
regardless  of  restrictions  or  codes  of  any  kind. 

Suppose  you  are  caught  cheating.  What  happens 
then?  According  to  Kenneth  A.  Laurltzen,  Chairman 
of  the  Dept,  of  University  standards,  it  all  depends  on 
the  severity  of  the  offense,  how  often  it  is  committed, 
and  the  attitude  of  the  professor  and  student 
involved.  Punishment  could,  conceivably  range  from 
a grade-cut  in  the  class  to  suspension  from  the 
university. 

So  those  are  the  facts.  Total  it  all  up-is  it  worth  it? 
Apparently  many  students  still  think  so,  for  the 
Incidence  of  cheating  continues  at  a steady  pace.  But 
for  those  of  us  who  have  not  already  made  a decision, 
the  question  continues  unanswered. 

A new  semester  has  begun  now  and  situations  will 
occur  daily  in  which  the  decision  must  be  faced  again. 
Perhaps  this  would  be  a good  time  for  each  of  us  to 
make  our  own  personal  commitment  to  cheat  or  not 
to  cheat.

With  the  score  1 3-0  for  BYU,  the 
Lobos  began  to  howl  in  anguish, 
but  the  fangs  of  the  Cougars  sank 
deeper  as  Glen  Takashashi  scored  a 
fall  in  the  145  lb.  division  to  bring 
the  score  to  18-0. 

At  152  lbs.  Rondo  Fehlberg, 
performing  true  to  form,  pinned 
his  opponent  to  give  the  Cats  an 
insurmountable  23-0  lead. 

Bill  Osborne  brought  the  score  to 
26-0  by  winning  a decision  in  the 
160  Ib.  class. 

BYU’s  Merrill  Cook,  wrestling 
defending  WAC  champion  Rick 
Ortega  in  the  167  lb.  division,  lost 
by  a decision  to  break  the  string. 

But  John  (Zorro)  Sorochinsky 
came  back  to  bruise  his  opponent 
severely  in  winning  a lopsided  1 1-0 
decision  in  the  1 77  lb.  class. 

In  the  heavyweight  division,  Ken 
Tams  of  BYU  lost  by  a decision  to 
bring  the  final  score  to  29-6.

Classical  guitarist  and  master  of 
the  lute,  Julian  Bream,  will  appear 
Wednesday  in  the  Harris  Fine  Arts 
Center. 

His  guitar,  employed  with  a 
technique  that  is  comparable  to 
that  of  Andres  Segovia,  is  capable 
of  producing  piano  tones  and  the 
sounds  of  a harpsichord  as  well  as 
jazz-like  rhythms. 

The  lute,  the  guitar’s 
large-bellied,  14-stringed  cousin, 
was  used  by  the  troubadours  of 
Jacobean  and  Elizabethan  times.

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Anti-Nixon  Rally  Fizzles  Out  F Shakespeare -Burton  Style

BRUSSELS  (AP)  - An 
anti-Nixon  rally  fizzled  in  Brussels 
Sunday  a few  hours  before  the  U.S. 
President  flew  into  a disunited 
Europe  on  the  first  leg  of  a 
five-nation  tour  with  the 
announced  mission  of  seeking 
better  international  understanding 
and  advancing  the  cause  of  world 
peace. 

His  decision  to  stop  first  in 
Belgium  heavily  underscored  the 
President’s  concern  with  the  future 
of  the  North  Atlantic  Treaty 
Organization  and  the  European 
Common  Market.  Brussels  is  the 
capital  of  both. 


In  the  background  was  a growing 
British-French  crisis  centering 
about  a reported  move  of  President 
Charles  de  Gaulle  of  France  to 
scrap  both  NATO  and  the 
Common  Market.  Also  in  the 
background  was  a thunderous  echo 
from  Vietnam,  where  a developing 
new  Viet  Cong  offensive  was  being 
watched  with  deep  concern  for  its 
impact  on  the  Vietnam  peace  talks 
in  Paris. 

SEALED  OFF 

The  demands  of  security 
squeezed  out  some  of  the  color 
which  might  otherwise  attend  so 
important  a visit.  The  arrival  area  at 


Allied  Forces  Battle 
Heavy  Enemy  Attack 


SAIGON  (AP)  — Authoritative 
sources,  assessing  battlefield 
reports,  estimated  allied  forces 
killed  about  1,000  enemy  troops 
Sunday  in  fighting  the  heaviest 
coordinated  rocket,  mortar  and 
ground  attacks  c^'ross  South 
Vietnam  since  last  May. 

About  100  American  troops  and 
probably  a similar  number  of 
South  Vietnamese  soldiers  were 
believed  to  have  died  in  the  attacks 
and  counterattacks  across  the 
country.  Fifty-six  Vietnamese 
civilians  were  known  to  have 
perished  under  enemy  fire. 

Enemy  troops  shelled  more  than 
125  cities,  towns  and  allied  bases 
and  sent  intermittent  volleys  of 
100-pound  122mm  rockets 


slamming  into  Saigon  during  the 
day.  More  than  a score  of  the 
rocket  and  mortar  barrages  were 
followed  by  ground  attacks.  But 
unlike  offensives  last  year,  the 
heaviest  fighting  between  ground 
units  centered  in  outlying  areas 
rather  than  in  the  cities. 

The  authoritative  sources  said 
the  aim  of  the  attacks  were  for 
propaganda  and  political  gains,  one 
explaining  that  the  Communists 
regard  these  as  “more  important 
than  military  gains.” 

The  implication  was  that  the 
attacks  were  aimed  at  least  in  part 
at  influencing  the  deadlocked 
peace  talks  in  Paris  and  forcing  the 
American  and  South  Vietnamese 
governments  to  make  concessions. 


the  airport  was  sealed  off  from  the 
public. 

There  was  no  vantage  point 
available  for  a public  view  of  the 
welcome  by  King  Baudouin  of  the 
Belgians.  The  people  of  Brussels 
will  get  no  close  look  at  the 
President  until  Monday  morning, 
when  he  proceeds  behind  a guard 
of  resplendent  Royal  Horse  Guards 
to  the  Unknown  Soldier 
monument  to  lay  a wreath. 

In  general,  the  President  will  be 
whisked  from  place  to  place  at 
relatively  high  speed  in  heavily 
guarded  motorcades.  The 
atmosphere  of  the  visit  is  all 
business. 

Extreme  leftist  admirers  of  Mao 
Tse-tung  communism  tried  to 
mount  a mass  public  rally  to 
protest  the  visit.  In  a city  of  1.5 
million  and  in  the  heart  of 
mercantile  Brussels,  the 
demonstrators  musted,  by  actual 
count,  exactly  134  persons.  The 
rally  petered  out  after  a few 
speeches  and  rhythmic  chanting  of 
such  slogans  as  “Nixon  Go  Home” 
and  “NATO  Out  of  Belgium.” 

More  than  1,000  state  and 
military  security  police, 
gendarmerie  and  local  police  have 
been  assigned  by  the  Belgian 
government  to  the  Nixon  visit. 
About  400  national 
police-gendarmes-were  posted 
along  the  presidential  route  from 
the  airport  to  the  royal  palace,  his 
first  stop,  and  from  the  palace  to 
the  Hilton  Hotel,  in  the  heart  of 
Brussels,  his  headquarters  for  his 
two  days  here.  He  leaves  Belgium 
Monday  afternoon  for  London,  the 
second  stop  of  his  eight-day  tour.
